With the ex-president. The visit of 
Messrs. Garfield and Pinchot rounded 
out a period of two nights and a day 
of which Colonel Roosevelt gave a 
large Part toa close survey of the field 
of politics, particularly in New York 
state, Ohio and the far west. 

They Kept Their Tongues, 

The two men whom Roosevelt num- 
bers among hig closest friends came to 
Oyster Bay from New York on the aft- 
ernoon train. Both protested that they 
would not and could not talk about 
their plans or the significance of their 
visit to Colonel Roosevelt. In response 
to the inquiries, Mr. Garfield kept on 
smiling and saying nothing.

Seven Other Persons Injured. 

Seven other persons, among whom 
the machine tumbled, were more or 
less seriously injured. 

Brookins was pinned under the 
wreckage and was only half.conscious 
when friends reached him. An exami- 
nation showed that his nose was 
broken and that he had been badly 
bruised and shaken up, but not se- 
riously hurt. ~ 

The mishap was directly due to the 
thronging of spectators out on the 
field. -Brookins had no room to oper- 
ate the machine and was driven to 
make a sudden turn to avoid crashing 
among the watchers.

The mayor's héghest temperature 
during the day was 1003-6. As sep- 
ticameia, or blood poisoning, invafi- 
ably indicates its beginning and spread 
by a rise in the patient’s temperature, 
the nearly normal standard main- 
tained today was one of the most 
cheering signs to his physicians. His 
appetite is good, although his diet ‘sg 
necessarily limited to broths and 
liquid foods. He has also shown great 
stamina of body and,mind and so far 
as those who conversed with him can 
learn he is not worrying greatly over 
the outcome. 


Bullet May Not be Removed. 


One of the most extended confer- 
ences on the mayor's condition was 
held tonight, but at its conclusion 
there was issued merely a brief bul- 
letin and no announcement was made 
as to when, if at all, an operation 
would be performed. In this respect 
it is pointed out that Many persons 
have lived with bullets in their bodies, 
and as living proof of this a man 
recently wounded in a manner almost 
identical to that in which the mayor 
was shot, visited the hospital this eve. 
ning. He did not giwe his name, but 
he explained that he had been shot in 
the neck and the bullet embedded in 
the floor of the mouth. The wound 
healed nicely, and several months 
later, while boxing with a friend, he 
coughed and the missile dropped out 
of his mouth. 

Mayor Gaynor Cheerful. 

For a man who so narrowly escaped 
death by an assassin’s bullet. 
Mayor Gaynor spent a cheerful day. 
With the sever present probability of 
blood poison the anxiety of those near 
his bedside remains, but every buli- 
letin of the day concerning his condi- 
tion was optimistic in tone. He con- 
versed cheerfully with those who saw 
him, and pkeaded with his wife and 
his physicians to allow him a slice or 
two of bacon, for which he has great 
fondness. 

John Purrey Mitchell, acting mayor. 
who visited the sick room today, gave 
¢cne of the best descriptions yet ob- 
tained of the mayor’s condition, at 
least in Mr. Mitchell's opinion. 

Recovery Seems Assured. 

“Whilé it would be extreme,” hs 
Said, “to Say that the mayor is out of 
danger, I regard his recovery from 
what I have learned as assured. He 
talks as plainly almost as any oneé, 
although he hag a slight hoarseness. 
There is a sort of rattle in his throat, 
and he keeps putting his hand to his 
throat as if irrftation existed. In the 
course of our talk I remarked that the 
shooting was one of the most surpris- 
ing of incidents. The mayor answered: 

“Don’t ket’s talk about it. I don't 
like to talk about it. We have to take 
what comes to us. I am satisfied.” 

Interest, of course, centers on the 
mayor’s condition, but Gallagher, now 
professing a trace of penitence for his 
deed, commands further notoriety from 
his cel] in Jersey City this evening. 

Menacing Letter for Edwards. 

An anonymous letter, vulgarly 
coucheqd and threatening the life of 
Street Cleaning Commissionér William 
H. Edwards, whose powerful blows 
felled Gallagher to the deck of ths 
Kaiser Wilhelm Der Grosse yesterday, 
started a police investigation, but gen- 
érally the communication is attrib- 
uted to a crank. (Although it pre- 
dicted for “Big Bill” a fate similar to 
the mayor's, the former football 
player seemed to regard his chances 
of life and death as good as ever. 

Two young girls, who declared that 
they overheard an intoxicated police- 
man remark on Monday night that the 
mayor would be shot either on his de- 
parture for or on his return from Eu- 
rope, furnished the foundation for an- 
other police inquiry, but nothing 
tangible has developed tonight. 

Policeman Joseph P. Hock, of the 
Madison street station, whose number 
7846, is the number given by the girls, 
was suspended from duty ‘ tonight, 
pending an investigation. Hock has 
been on the force three years. 

While there is little, if anything, to 
indicate the existence of an organized | 
plot to take the mayor's life, the po- 
liceman, if the charges of drunkenness 
prove true, will be tried for intoxica- 
tion while on duty and with making 
indecent and incendiary remarks. The 
mayor has been drastic in his police 
betterment crusade, and he has many 
enemies on the force. 

Gallagher Talks of Crime. 

Gallagher's statement made this 
évening was his first frank talk con- 
cerning the crime. “While I will not 
say that I am sorry,” he said, “I now 
hope that the mayor gets well. But I 
wanted to teach high officiais to re- 
gard the rights of subordinates. I 
consider that I had toshoot the mayor 
as a lesson to the country. 
I aid for personal principles and was 
not prompted by any anarchistic be- 
lief. 

“Tl am sorry that Commissioner Ed- 
wards was wounded, for I was aiming 
only at the mayor. But even the 
thought of killing him had not been 
long in my mind. In fact, I reached no 
decision until I bought a newspaper 
yesterday. The paper said that Gay- 
nor was going to sail for a vacation. 
That made me angry—to think that he 
should take a vacation in Europe while 
I did not even have a chance to work, 
must less get a vacation. So I hurried’ 
over the Thirty-third street ferry and 
inquired my way to the Kaiser Wil- 
helm. 

He Talks of His Wrongs. 

“My wrongs had proved more than I 
thought I could bear.

The senate held three séparate ses- 
sions on yesterday and disposed of a 
large number of bills, several of them 
being of considerable interest to At- 
lanta.

The senate next passed the bill of

WWDCES’ INCREASE 


Supreme Court Salaries 
Will Remain Same. 


At the sression yesterday afternoon 
the house of representatives defeated 
the senate bill providing for an in- 
crease in the salaries of the supreme 
court judges from $400 to $5,000. The 
vote on the bill was 66 ayes to 62 noes. 
It required 9% votes to pass it. 

The house consumed very little time 
inarguing themeréts of the measure; 


the previous question was called soon 
after it was put on its passage, and the 
vote wasr taken in short order. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, spoke a word or 
two in favor of it, stating that the 
increase would not be effective until 
the terms of the present judges ex- 
pire; that it will only mean an increase 
in the salaries of two of the judges 
next year, two four years from now, 
and the entire six, six years from now. 

In pursuance of its disposition not 
to increase the salary of anybody, the 
house voted it down. 

Concurs in Amendment. 


The house concurred in the senate 
amendment to the house bill providing 
for the appointment of a commission to 
receive bids for the sale of the gov- 
ernor’s mansion and to secure options 
on other probable sites for the gover- 
nor’s home. The amendment provided 


eight members of the genera] asembly 
instead of five citizens of the state. 

The house defeated the bill authoriz- 
ing the state board of entomology to 
employ addditional assistants in the 
prosecution of its work. 

The house tabled the Dill authoriz- 
ing railroads to condemn property for 
the purpose of straightening tracks 
provided the approval of the railroad 
commission should be secured. 

The senate resolution was passed 
authorizing the payment of his entire 
per diem to Senator Collum, of the 
Thirteenth, who succeeded the late 
Senator Murray, and who has served 
only a portion, of the session. 

Freight Trains on Sunday. 

By the vote of 107 to 9 the house 
pasged, by substitute, the senate bill 
authorizing the operation of freight 
trains on Sunday when they are made 
up of cars containing fruit, vegetables, 
mélons, cattle or other perishable 
goods. The substitute was offered by 
the house committee on railroads. The 
bill authorize freight trains to travel 
on Sunday yas solid through trains 
when ‘made up of cars loaded. with the 
character of goods specified, and pro- 
vides that they may leave such cars 
or pick up others on the route. The 
same applies to the transportation of 
empty refrigerator cars and other cars 
used for perishable freight. 

By the vote of 106 to 17 the house 
passed the senate bill making it a 
misdemeanor for any person to obtain 
food or lodging at any hotel or board- 
ing house with intent to defraud, or 
“skip the board bill.’’

PROTEST ACTION 
IN BLOCKING BILL 


But Protest of Majority 
onAnti-Lobby Filibus- 
ter Is Not Recorded. 


An echo of the filibuster against the 
Wright bill to require the registration 
of legislative agents was heard in the 
senate yesterday when Senator Jack- 
son introduced a resolution signed by 
himself and twenty other senators. 
protesting against the action of tho 
minority who successfully blocked the 
consideration of the bill.

Killed the tax equalization 
bill. 
Adopted resolutions deploring 
the attempted assassination of 
Mayor Gaynor, of New York. 
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By adopting a motion to indefi- 
nitely postpone action upon it the 
house of representatives yesterday 
morning killed the bill providing for 
the equalization of taxes in the state 
of Georgia. 

The motion to postpone was made 
by Mr. Adams, of Hall, and it carried 
by a vote of 95 to 58. The bill passed 
the senate several days ago, but the 
action of the house effectually dis- 
posed of it. 

The tax equalization bill was drawn 
up by a joint committee from the 
house and senate, which was appointed 
by President Slaton, of the senate, and 
Speaker Holder, at the last session. 


Board of Tax Returns, 


It provided that in each county of 
the state there should be established 
a board of tax returns and valuations, 
whose duty it should be to supervise 
the tax returns made to the tax re- 
ceiver of the county and to equalize 
between the taxpayers of each coumy 
the valuation of preperty subject to 
be taxed. Provision was made for ap- 
peal to a jury in case the valuation 
fixed by the board should not prove 
satisfactory. 

It was further provided that thers 
should be a state board of tax returns 
and valuations consisting of three 
members to be appointed by the gov- 
ernor, the duty of which should be to 
fix the valuation of property for. taxa- 
tion when appeals were made to it by 
persons or corporations now required 
to make returns to the comptroller 
general, 

The bill meat with great opposition 
in the house. It was argued that it 
would serve only to increase the tax 
on farm lands, while it would not 
touch the tax dodgers who do not ra- 
turn their invisible property for taxa- 
tion. It was argued further that a 
measure of such vast importance 
should not be rushed through the 
house on the last day of the session, 
and that an entire week would nvt 
be too much time in which to consider 
it calmly and deliberately. Members 
who favored the equalization of taxes 
and who admitted that the smal) tax- 
payer now bears the brunt of taxa- 
tion, declared their opposition to the 
measure .on tive ground that it was de. 
fective in numerous particulars and 
should not be passed without time to 
perfect it. 

Supporters of Bfil, 

The support of the bill was led by 
Mr. Alexander, of DeKalb; Mr. Ander- 
son, of Chatham; Mr. Lowajoy, of 
Troup; Mr. Reid, of Campbell, and 
others. 

They argued that the inequality of 
taxation demands that some method be 
adopted to compel a just return of all 
taxable property, and that while th:2 
proposed bill might be defective na 
certain particulars it could easily be 
amended, and if passed as it was orig- 
inally drawn would be a long stride 
forward in the direction of securing 
tax equalization, :

‘Again Threatens Him If 


He Will Swear to Denial. 


Thomas E. Watson Reiterates 
Charge of Burglary Against 
T. W. Hardwick, and Says 
He Will Put Him in Stripes 
if He Swears to Denial. 


Thomsok, Ga., August 10.—(Special.) 
Thomas E. Watson has issued another 
communication reiterating his charges 
against Congressman Hardwick. In 
part it is as follows: 

When Hardwick declared, in his 
Thomson speech, that if his friends 
had so decided, his vituperative 
speech against me would have been 
delivered in my front yard, he gave 
evidence of his lack of good taste, 
good judgment and goog principle. The 
more that statement is thought over, 
the less respect will be felt for the 
man who made it. 

Hardwick persists foolishly in con- 
tending that my loss of the pitiful sum 
of $250 was the reason why I did not 
support Governor Smith the second 
time. The persistent misrepresenta- 
tion of me on this matter .when it has 
nothing to do with-the issueg that are 
being threshed out in this campaign 
justifies me in making a quotation of 
a letter written by ex-Governor Hoke 
Smith himself to a gentleman who is 
a friend of both of us. The 
bears date of August 2, 1910, and 
signed by Hoke Smith’s own hand. 


Hardwick has been ‘discussing: 
what vou have to say relative to the 
attitude of Mr. Watson in the present 
gubernatorial campaign. I am certain- 
ly glad to know that Mr.

It was a matter of deep regret to me 
that Mr. Watson saw fit oppose me in 
my last race.

The Hon. Wharton Barker was the 
populist candidate for president in 1900 
and it is easily provable by such fa- 
mous populists as James K. Hines, W. 
J. Henning, W.. L. Peek, Joe A. Par- 
ker and James H. Ferris that Mr. Bar- 
ker complained of me bitterly because 
I would not lay down*® my literary 
work and take part in the campaign. 
That Hardwick should pay such a 
glowing tribute to a stand-pat repub- 
lican, who voted for such a damnable 
measure as the Payne-Aldrich tariff 
bill, and who was selected by Speaker 
Cannon to whitewash those republican 
crooks, is significant evidence of the 
kind of man that Hardwick himself ts. 

I earnestly ask that every man whv 
reads this article wi!l bear 
that Hardwick has, as yet, made no 
denial of the charge that he burglar- 
ized the ordinary’s office in Sanders- 
ville and stole those tax fi. fas.

himself. People who cannot see his 
guilt in his failure te make a <dire-t 
denial of the charge, and the affida:

grounded in prejudice that they are not 
willing to learn the facts In the case.

Unbounaed enthusiasm is felt at the 
campaign headquarters of Congressman 
Lon F. Livingston over the results of 
the rally held at the Grand Opera 
House Tuesday night.

The latest development-is the decision to submit to the taxpay- 
ers of the state the question as to whether or not they shall be sub- 
ject to a special bonding tax to procure the funds essential to se- 
curing the big display. 

The other day Governor Sanders, of Louisiana, issued a call for 
a special meeting of. the legislature for August 15, at which the mat- 
ter of a popular election on the issue will be debated and decided. 

Congress is to hand down its decision in the forthcoming De- 
cember. y 

The exhibition of an entire state seemingly willing to bond 
itself in the interests of public enterprise is one that ought to appeal 
to national patriotism and approval. 

The Constitution has never viewed the claims of New Orleans 
from a sectional slant. 

It is to: the advantage of the entire country, regardless of loca- 
tion, to have so large a project, a project so essentially national as the 


exposition celebrating the opening of the canal, held at the Crescent 
City. 

In the first place New Orleans is to be the logical shipping point 
and point of transshipment, once the canal is permanently open to 
traffic. : 

In the second place, New Orleans is geographically about half 
way between the eastern and western coasts. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of Americans will want to visit the Panama exposition. The 
item of railroad fare alone, collectively speaking, will be formidable.

INTERNATIONAL STRIKE 
TO KEEP WORLD PEACE 


Novel Plan of Socialist Victor 
Berger to Prevent 
War. 


New York, August.10.—Victor Ber- 
ger, the socialist leader of Milwaukee, 
sailing for Europe today to attend the 
international socialist congress in 
Copenhagen next month, has a novel 
plan to insure the world’s peace. He 
thinks it may be possible for the s0o- 
cialist party to control the peace of 
the world by instituting an interna- 
tional strike in time of war. 

“The socialist party is the greatest 
force in the world for international 
peace,” was the way Mr. Berger put 
it to his interviewers before his de- 
parture, ‘‘for in case of war between 
two countries the members of the 
party in those countries could strike 
and refuse to take part in any way. 
For example, take Germany and 
France. In those countries the party 
numbers. 2,600,000 members. This in- 
cludes hundreds of thousands of sol- 
diers, but most important, it contains 
the workers on the railroads and all 
the allied trades. In case of war these 
people would strike. How much of a 
modern war could there be without 
the railroads?” 


INDIA COTTON GROWERS

encouraging. Under garden culture the 
finer staples have responded well, but 
tried in the flelds they have failed 
to produce the results they show in 
their native soils. Future efforts will 
be devoted to the improvement of the 
staple and yield of the native cotton. 

A tree cotton, from which great 
results were predicted a few years 
ago, has proved disappointing, ac- 
cording to the consul.

Finally after the sen- 
ate had adopted a resolution agreeing 
to adjourn at 10:45 o’clock, the meas- 
ure was called up by Senator Burwell.

POLICE FIND CLUE 


All Theories as to Rice’s 
Death Upset at the 
Inquest. 


} 


Cleveland, Ohio, unset 10.—Every 
theory in regard to the murder of 
William L. Rice, the millionaire at- 
torney,\whose body, shot, clubbed and 
slashed,- was found in the roadway 
near his heme on Friday night, has 
been upset by the testimony offered 
today at the coroner’s inquest. 

The first sensation .came when 
George Freeman, a gun expert, testi- 
fled that the bullet taken from the 
dead man’s head had not come from 
a 32-caliber revolver, as had been sup- 
posed, but belonged to either an Amer- 
ican rifle or a Russian gallery gun. 
The bullet weighed 115 grains, and, 
according .tto Mr. Freeman, could not 
belong to a revolver of any make 
known in this country. 

Mr. Freeman declared that Mr. Rice 
must have been shot while. his mur- 
derer was standing some _ distance 
from him. According to the expert, 
if the bullet had been fired at short 
range it-eould not fail to have passed 
clear through the skull, insteag of 
lodging in it, as it had done. 

The testimony complicates st{ll fur. 
ther the mystery of Mr. Rice’s death. 
It leaves unaccounted for the bruise 
which was found on his head and the 
knife slash across his hand. At the 
same time, it has given the police an 
obvious clew, which they think may 
bring results. A search will be begun 
immediately, not only in Cley land, but 
also in New York, Chicago and other 
cities in the hope of tracing a sale 
of such firearm as would carry the 
bullet found in Mr. Rice’s head. 

The theory that Mr. Rice left his 
club on the night of his death with 
the intention of keeping an appoint- 
ment with some unknown person is 
now being sifted by the police. Ap- 
parently the only.thing to support this 
theory is that on the night in ques- 
tion the lawyer started to walk home 
after telephoning to some unknown 
person. He had invariably gone home 
at night in his automobile.

‘STOCKS RECOVERING; 
MOVEMENTS CAUTIOUS 


Leaders Showed an Advance 
of 10 to 13 Points in 
Some Cases. 


New York, August 10—aA spirit of 
caution on the part of those who have 
been operating in the stock market 
for an advance in prices began. to 
manifest itself in the action of the 
market today. The feeling was based 
as much on the duration and extent of 
the recovery as on any positive devel- 
opments bearing on values. The low 


weeks ago and no important inter- 
ruption to the recovery has occurred 
since that time. The average prices 
of the stocks usually selected, as 
most representative of the whole 


market’s movement, sold this morn- 
ing rather more than five points high- 
er than two weeks ago. In the active 
market leaders the advance has been 
greater, reaching from about 10 points 
to 13 in a number of cages. 

As the recovery has proceeded the 
demand to borrow stocks for delivery 
has diminished and today there was 
reported in the loan.department the 
return of blocks of stocks which have 
been so borrowed for delivery. The 
borrowing for delivery is a part of 
the carrying of a contract on the 
short side of the market and its sub- 
sidence accompanies a reduction of the 
uncovered short interest and of the 
potential demand for stocks. Not only 
did the demand from the shorts show 
these signs of going down, but signs 
appeared of an increased disposition to 
sell stocks, which were taken to mean 
that buyers at the lower prices were 
desirous to convert their profits into 
cash. The professiona) traders on the 
floor of the stock exchange were alert 
to detect these shadings in the tone 
of the market and were inclined to 
take the selfing rather than the buy- 
ing side in accordance with the re- 
BSponse of prices to testing opera- 
tions. : 

Events which were not’ regarded as 
unfavorable in themselves did not 
check the disposition to sell. Such 
was the report by the United States 
Steel Corporation of the tonnage of 
unfilled orders on hand on August Il, 
which was given out today, in accord- 
ance with the new policy adopted at 
the last quarterly meeting of the di- 
rectors. There was shown a decrease 
for the month in that item of 286,868 
tons. The June 30 figures showed a 
shrinkage of 1,144,710 tons for. the 
quarter preceding, a monthly rate of 
$81,570 tons. .The rate of contraction 
for July on _ that comparison was, 
therefore, sOme 100,000 tons less than 
in the three preceding months. As a 
matter of fact, a reduction in the 
rate of production for the month, 
which other péeports indicated was go- 
ing on, would modify the effect of 
the falling off of n@w orders on the 
unfilled tonnage af the end of the 
period. The bare ‘statement, of un- 
filled tonnage was rewarded,‘for that 
reason, as an untrustworthy index of 
the actual state of trade activity for 
the month. 

A firmer tone was reported for the 
market for copper, both in London and 
New York, in response to the im- 
provement in the statistical position 
of that\metal. The policy of reduced 
output by the leading producers is 
accepted as a fact at present, but there 
remains the féar that the consumptive 
demand, hitherto sustained at high 
figures, will be affected now by the 
tendency towards recession, which 
shows in other industries. 

Another item in the day’s metal sta- 
tistics was the statement of the July 
output of gold at the Rand, showing 
638,714 -ounces, valued at $13,565,415. 
Except for the 660,648 fine ounces of 
December, 1908, which was affected 
by- the adjustment of the previous 
year’s unaccounted residue, the July 
production constitutes a record month. 
The fact is, not without bearing. on 
the prospect for continued replenish- 
ment of bank reserves through the 
gold supplies in the London market. 
Time loan rates were shaded in New 
York today, six months’ money being 
placed at 4% per cent.

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Stamp of Their Approval 
Put on the Plan. 


Henry S. Johnson and F. J. 
Paxon Point Out Advantages 
of the Scheme Promise 
to Do Their Part--Worley and 
Treadwell Give Indorsement. 


The tdea of Atlanta’s having a “land- 
owners’ exposition” as advanced in a 
Constitution editorial Sunday morning 
is spreading with phenomenal rapidity, 
and with each succeeding day scores 
of the city’s best business men place 
the stamp of their approval on the 
plan. The consensus of opinion seems — 
to be that the idea is pregnant with 
more of everything that will make to » 
the development of the state than any 
advanced in recent years. 

Besides this, it is pointed out that 
when the benefits to be derived from 
such a meeting are considered, the out- 
lay which would be necessary to hold 
the “exposition” is but small. That 
such an event would prove one of 
national instead of sectional interest is 
freely predicted by more than one 
conservative business man, while with- 
out a single exception the scores’ of 
business men who have been heard to 
express an opinion have voiced the 
sentiment that Atlanta and Georgia 
should, byall means, have the meet- 
ing. 

Paxon in Fat. .f Show. | 

“I most heartily indorse the brilliant 
idea brought forward in The Constitu- 
tion’s editorial,” said Fred J. Paxon 
Wednesday afternoon. 

“If there is one thing that Georgia 
needs today more than anything else,”” 
he continued, “it is unquestionably an 
opportunity of letting the outside world 
know what shé has to offer to prospec- 
tive homeseeker or investor, There are 


in the state thousands upon thousands 


of acres of good land which are bring- | 
ing in little or no returns. This land 
can be bought at a figure which seems 
ridiculously small when compared with 
prices in other sections of the coyntry. 
An ‘exposition’ such as is proposed 
would. bring the land buyers of the 
entire country in personal touch with 
the owners of this land. The result 
would be as inevitable as it would be 
satisfactory and profitable. 

“Unless I am mistaken in the ability 
of the average Georgian to properly 
judge his opportunities, I believe that 
‘exposition’ is already an assured suc- 
cess.” 

Immediate Returns. 

“The possibilities of such a scheme 
are all but inconceivable,’ said Henry 
S. Johnson. “The money put out te 
finance such a plan would bear in- 
terest at a fabulous rate. Nor would 
the returns be a number of years ma- 
terializing. They would be as im- 
mediate as they would be certain. 

“Conceive of several thousand land- 
hungry citizens of other states gather- 
ing here, while from every section of 
Georgia there come land-owners who 
are ready to sell. It takes little per- 
ception to see what would result. [ 
think I am not overstepping tiie bounds 
of reason when I say that:such a 
meeting would result even the first 
year in at least 500 sales. This would 
not only bring large sums of money 
into the state, but what is more to be 
desired, would mean a large addition 
to our rural population. 

“The plan is beyond question feas- 
sible, and I may be counted on to do 
my part toward putting it into opera- 
tion when the proper time comes.” 

An Ald te Better Farming. 

“One of the greatest advantages of 
such a meeting,’ said W. BE. Worley, “is 
that there would be in attendance only 
the best class of farmers from every 
section outside the state. The shift- 
less, ne’er-do-well kind of man is not 
the one who is looking for a change. 
Only those who are after something 
better would be attracted to the pro- 
posed ‘exposition.’ 

“And the addition of this class 
of men to our rural population is an 
advantage at once so apparent and so 
great that none will dare gainsay it. 
To such a meeting would come the 
thrifty Germans of the middle west 
who aré now moving in great numbers 
into Canada, where the land is com- 
paratively cheap. These men are the 
best farmers the world knows today 
and their example in the communities 
where they would settle would be of 
untold benefit to the farmers as a 
whole.” 

‘ What Atiasta Would Get. 

“If for none other than a selfish 
motive, I fail to see how any man who 
lives in Atlanta can be other than éen- 
thusiastic over the prospect of having 
such a meeting,’ said W. BE. Treadweil. 
“That it would bring to the city hun- 
dreds upon hundreds of good, substan- 
tial business men is certain. And any- 
thing that wiil do this is well worth 
while. 

“Everyone who lives in Atianta un- 
derstands that it is impossible for any- 
one to come to this city without being 
favorably impressed. This being the 
case, the city would be benefited by 
every man who came here, whether 
he bought land in Georgia or not. He 
would leave the city a walking Atlanta 
advertisement, and it is these same 
walking advertisements that have 
made Atlanta what she is today—the 
one big city of the south.”

Senator Bailey Indorsed for 
the Presidential Nomination. 
‘Platform Is Favorable to the 
Policies of Colquitt -- Tariff 
Plank of 1896 Readopted. 


Galveston, Texas, August 10.—After 
indorsing United States Senator Jo- 
seph W. Bailey for the democratic 


Nominee for governor of Texas, whose 
campaign platform the democratic 
convention indorses. 


nomination for president in 1912 and 
nominating a full state ticket, headed 
by Oscar B. Colquitt for governor and 
A. B. Davidson for lieutenant govern- 


or, the democratic state convention | 
sdjournea gis evening. Both Colquitt 


and Davidson are anti-prohibitionists, 
notwithstanding the fact that the 
party in the recent primary declared 
in favor of the submission of a pro- 
hibition amendment to the people. 

The remainder of the ticket follows: 
Attorney general, Jewell P. Lightfoot; 
state treasurer, Sam Sparks; comptrol- 
ler, W. P. Lane; railroad commissioner 
{regular term), Allison Mayfield; rail- 
road commissioner (unexpired term), 
William D. Williams; land commission- 
er. J. T. Robinson; state superintendent 
of public instruction, F. M. Braley; 
commissioner of agriculture; Ed R. 
Kone; judge court of criminal appeals, 
A. J. Harper; associate justice su- 
preme court, T. J. Brown; United States 
senator, Charles A. Culberson. 

A declaration favoring the submis- 
sioe of the amendment was included 
in the platform adopted. J. Shep Wil- 
liams, of Paris, also an anti-prohibi- 
tionist, was elected chairman of the 
state exetutive committee, 

Indorses Colquitt; Upholds Bailey. 

The platform in favorable to the pol- 
icies of Colquitt, and upholds Senator 
Bailey in his course. Among the dec- 
larations which it contains and which 
were advanced by Mr. Colquitt are the 
pronouncements in favor of ‘local self- 
government,” and separation of the 
penitentiary system from polities 
through the creation of a continuing 
governing board, etc. 

The tariff plank adopted 
lows: 

“We reaffirm the tariff declarations 
of the democratic state and national 
platforms of 1896, and we expressly 
condemn the proposition to remove all 
duties from the manufacturers’ raw 
material so long as such duties remain 
on the manufacturers’ finished prod- 
uct.” 

This is favorable to Senator Balley’s 
contention. He opposed and the con- 
vention voted down a proposition to 
reaffirm the tariff plank of the dem- 
ocratic national convention of 1908. 
As to Governor Campbell. 
to Governor Campbell and the 
administration, the platform 
is contradictory. In one section it con- 
gratulates the people upon the fact 
that no scandal has touched the ad- 
ministration during forty years of 
democratic rule, and “expressly com- 
mends the present state administration 
for writing into the statutes of the

In another section {ft protests against 
constant political agitation, and reo- 
ommends that “the thirty-first legis- 
lature, now in special session, dispose 
of the fire rating board law,” and ad- 
journed. 

Among the-measures pending before 
legislature are bills to prohibit 
thé sale of liquor in quantities less 
than a quart and to prohibit sales ef 
liquor within ten miles of any educa- 
tional institution supported in whole 
or part out of the general revenue 
fund of the state. 

Minority Presents Report. 

A minority of the platform commit- 
tee, consisting of Cone Johnson. one 
of the prohibitionist candidates for 
governor recently: defeated; Cullen F. 
Thomas, J. J. Falk and J. B. Durrett, 
also presented. a report. 

It offered, in lieu of the tariff plank 
above quoted, a reaffirmation of the 
tariff plank of the democratic plat- 
form: it demanded legislation prohib- 
itine Unfted States senators, congress- 
men and other public officers fr@maeac- 
cepting employment and fees from 
public service corporations and others 
specially interested in legislation, this 
being familiarly known as the Randell 
bill, which is considered by the Bailey 
faction as a refiection upon Senetor 
Bailey. The minority also proposed 
to strike out the plank which protests 
against political agitation. and rec- 
ommends that the legislature shall ad- 
journ. 

Minority Report Tabled. 

The debate in the convention was 
confined exclusively to the tariff»prop- 
osition and to the Randell bill. Cone 
Johnson did not participate in it, as 
was expected, contenting himself with 
reading the minority report. Con- 
gressman Rufus Hardy and Hon. Yan- 
cey Lewis, of Dallas. spoke for the 
minority report. Congressman George 
F. B. Argess and Senator Bailey spoke 
in favor of the majority report. ~The 
portion of the minority report which 
referred to the tariff and the Rande?!
